In such 
a tragedy the characters move 
irresistibly toward a disastrous 
conclusion. They are fated to 
such unhappy ending by moral 
weakness, psychological malad- 
justment or social pressures. 


The essential fact of such 
tragedies is that the end is known 
before the play begins. Every per- 
son in the Greek amphitheater 
knew the fated end. This, there- 
fore.

Players’ Lines 


So it is now in Louisiana. The 
players are going through their 
lines. The central character is 
Gov. Davis. The end of the play is 
known. The time for the final cur- 
tain remains unrevealed. The end 
js sure. The actions of the central 

_ character already have brought a 
certain chaos and suffering. It 
will bring more. He has disrupted 
the lives of several thousand chil- 
dren. He will do the same for 
othefs—as~ lesser players imitate 
him. 


Since these tragedies are South- 
ern, one chooses a Southern com- 
parison. It is one which has been 
used before. It concerns Gen. 
Robert E. Lee. At Appomattox 
there were those on his staff, 
and in the ranks, who wanted to 
fight it out. The end was inevit- 
able. Gen. Lee knew that the 
minds and the personalities of 
those still living would be of value 
to the South. He refused to be 
ariven by pressures to destroy 
in battle the remnants of his 
army. There was no moral weak- 
ness in him. He obtained gener- 
ous terms of surrender. 


The Constitution 


Today in the South every per- 
son of even the slightest sensi- 
tivity knows that the Constitution 
of this country will be enforced. 
In public schooling and in all 
public aspects of life we cannot 
any longer discriminate. Those 
who talk of not surrendering 
know that such a position can only 
harm business in their communi- 
ties and handicap an entire gen- 
eration of school children. Yet, 
they blindly, callously and cruelly 
insist on playing out the tragedy. 
After all, they will not suffer. 
Only the children will be hurt, 
not they. 


The school issue is one of chil- 
dren. Unhappily, the school peo- 
ple are not permitted to handle it. 
There are those who, in efforts 
to further their re-election to of- 
fice, will sacrifice the future of 
children. They will condemn them 
to being less prepared than chil- 
dren in other states. They will, 
even though they know what the 
end will be, destroy schools. They, 
the central characters, are im- 
pelled by various pressures. The 
ancient Greeks believed the gods 
intervened. But those were pagan 
gods. Americans worship another 
sort of God. It is a God of com- 
passion. No governor, destroying 
schools to help himself politically, 
can claim to be directed by Di- 
vine Guidance. Nor can any ex- 
tremist. 

So, the tragedies go on. In Mis- 
sissippi, Georgia and Alabama, 
the stage is being made ready. 
It may be, if their people have 
the will to see it, they can avoid 
_ playing out the tragedy to its 
inevitable conclusion. But in New 
Orleans, the play is begun. It 
se the same old lines which 

ere inadequate at Little Rock 
ba will be in the Crescent City.

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Can't Rule on Sit-In Appeals 
At Savannah, Court Says 


The Georgia Supreme Court 
said Monday it has no jurisdic- 
tion to hear appeals from five 
Negroes convicted in Savannah 
last spring under the state’s new 
anti-trespass law. 


The court’s refusal to act on 
the appeals apparently thwarted 
the first real attempt to test the 
constitutionality of the legislaion. 


At a hearing on the appeals

Sentiment for tax revaluation pro- 
grams appears to be gaining ground over 
the state. Examination of facts is leading 
more and more of our intelligent leader- 
ship to realize it is a necessity for Geor- 
gia’s breakthrough to the future.

Consider now what Mississippi has done to 

the South. Loyally adopting the shortsightedness 

4 of her governor, Ross Barnett, that state's ma- 

jority declined to participate in the Nixon-Kennedy contest and 
instead elected eight ‘“‘unpledged electors.”’ 


Mr. Barnett may do what he wishes with this vote of his people. 
He promises to withhold it from Kennedy and Nixon alike. The 
nation does not particularly care. Mississippi has indulged herself 
in the luxury of a tantrum against Kennedy. But payment to the 
piper will now come due. And the bill will not be presented to 
Mississippi alone. It will be handed to conservatives of the entire 
South. 


John F. Kennedy is a hard-nosed politician. A hard-nosed poli- 
tician rewards his friends and remembers his enemies. If he can 
solve a difficulty of his own by taking it out of the hide of an 
enemy, he is doubly tempted to proceed 


One of Kennedy's great difficulties will be to push liberal legis- 
lation through the conservative House Rules committee and get it 
to the floor of Congress. Republicans and Southern Democrats pres- 
ently can muster a 6-6 tie in the 12-member committee and thus 
bottle up liberal bills. 


How can Kennedy solve this difficulty? There just happens to be 
a Mississippi hide present on the Rules committee—that of Rep. 
William Colmer. 

Let no Southerner cry out in surprised anguish, therefore, if 
President-elect Kennedy notes that Rep. Colmer campaigned against 
the Democratic ticket in Mississippi and thereby forfeited his right 
to sit as a Democrat in the Rules committee. 


With Colmer purged and a moderate or liberal seated in his place 
on the 12-member committee, a 7-5 majority will be in sympathy with 
Kennedy. And Southern conservatives will have lost a major hand- 
hold on congressional power. , 

That is what Mississippi has done to the Southern conservative. 

She has given Kennedy cause to bypass seniority and unfasten 
Southern control on a key committee.

Rep. Colmer cannot be wholly blamed for leaving himself vul- 
nerable to a Kennedy purge; Mississippi will shortly lose one of her 
six representatives in Congress because of the 1960 census, and Mr. 
Colmer surely could not sit idly by and invite Barnett and the 
Mississippi legislature to choose his district as the one to be abol- 
ished. He did what was politic under Barnett’s leadership. He worked 
against Kennedy. He supported Barnett’s ‘“‘unpledged electors.” 
Barnett bears the big blame. Colmer and Barnett together may have 
strengthened their hold on political power in their state. 

But they bought popularity at home at the probable expense of 
Southern conservative power in Congress.

Nixon Remains 


Muscle of GOP 


WASHINGTON—Though it lost the presidency 
only by the most desperately thin popular mar- 
gin in three-quarters of a century, the Repub- 
lican Party is in a bad way nationally. It is in so bad a way in- 
deed, that the outlook is extremely good for its defeated champion, 
Richard M. Nixon, to gain a second presidential nomination in 1964. 


Paradox is the word for the 
present position of the GOP. If 
it is short on followers, it is, in 
a curious way, long on leader- 
ship — that of Nixon. For he picks 
himself up from the dust as still 
not only the strongest man in his 
party but also as the one man 
likely to become absolutely in- 
dispensable to it for the big race 
four years from now. 

In losing in so narrow a way, 

as the candidate of a party which 
went into battle trailing by 4 to 
6 in voter registration, he has at 
any rate won a bright party fu- 
ture for himself. 
- Nixon is in defeat but by no 
means in discredit; in his case 
there is not the slightest reason 
even to contemplate uncondition- 
al surrender. 

For he has actually become 
more than ever necessary to the 
GOP because of the after-effects 
of the very election he lost. He is 
today the only man around who 
is remotely capable of keeping 
alive the whole vital center of the 
GOP. ‘ 

Gov. Rockefeller of New York, 
the favorite of the fragmentary 
liberal wing of the party, is be- 
yond doubt headed down and not 
up. The loss to the Republicans 
nationally of his own state, by 
a majority so tremendous as to 
shave few parallels in history, has 
marked Rockefeller as the man 
who could not or would not de- 
liver for his own party when the

bitter chips were most bitterly 
down. 


The hero of the GOP right wing, 
Sen. Barry Goldwater of Arizona, 
has emerged personally unwound- 
ed from the late hostilities and, 
in a way, a bigger man than be- 
fore. Here, too, however, no ob- 
jective observer can find any se- 
rious rival to Nixon in '64. 

Goldwater, though far more 
liked now by practically all GOP 
factions than is Rockefeller, car- 
ries all the same a fatal disabil- 
ity as a presidential contender. 
Honest, candid (and wrong-head- 
ed), he is simply too rigidly ultra- 
conservative for the world of re- 
ality in which we live, just as 


Rockefeller is too ineffectually 
liberal for that world. 
All these circumstances — the 


pressure of Goldwater on _ the 
right and the mere presence of 
Rockefeller on the left — are pre- 
cisely what makes Nixon the all 
but irreplaceable GOP man for 
1964. Somebody has got to keep 
the true heart and muscle of the 
party, its core and center as rep- 
resented by the moderate-to-con- 
servative, still going. And that 
somebody is Richard Milhous 
Nixon. 

Nixon himself is a walking cas- 
ualty sure to recover for more 
warfare. But a permanent and 
buried casualty now will be that 
old epithet which so long pun- 
ished him: ‘‘Tricky Dick.”

Crime Says 


Miss Kross 


CHICAGO (WNS)—The wide- 
ly accepted view that ‘“‘behind 
every successful man there is 
a woman,” is only half the 
story, says Anna M. Kross, 
Commission of Correction for 
New York City. 


Addressing a conference on 
law enforcement by the League 
of Women Voters, she said that 
behind virtually every male fail- 
ure and every criminal there 
also is a woman. 


Admitting that this is a ter- 
rible indictment for a woman 
to make of her own sex, Miss 
Kross said it is based upon her 
firsthand observation of the ap- 
proximately 10,000 prisoners un- 
der her supervision. 


“The major cause of crime is 
women,”’ she said. 


“Women ought to realize it 
and face up to the problem,” 
she told her predominantly fe 
male audience. She charged 
them that “women seem to 
have lost the moral fiber neces- 
sary to give strength to their 
men and their children.”’ 


Not only do modern men com- 
mit crime to provide extrava- 
gances for their women in the 
classic tradition, but sometimes 
they also are ‘‘put up to it’ in 
the pattern of Shakespeare’s 
Lady Macbeth. 


Even more than that, how- 
ever, Commissioner Kross lends 
support to Author Philip Wiley’s 
coined expression of ‘“‘momism”’ 
as a modern evil, because the 
good women err also by tend- 
ing to be too “motherly and 
protective’ of their men. 


“Women overprotect their 
children and they overprotect 
their husbands, too,” she said. 
“They lack the sternness to 
make both children and hus- 
bands realize that society must 
be paid for transgressions.”
